tive-power called the " centripetal machine,''
invented tby some one in the city of Wheel¬
ing. It wes stated that o«e horse with itcoold
do the work of ten with any other motive-

power. »Tt is said that this increased power
is obtained by gearing two fly-wheels to¬

gether with a small cog-wheel, thus throwing
the for?e to the farthest point from the
centres the periphery of the large wheels.
The claim set up for the invention was

enornjcus,aud we have felt great curiosity
to kuow more about it. The inventor has

been urged to bring it tp our annual Fairs ;
but lie has not done so, always urging that

the machines were selling so fast that be
had none to bring and had not time to come.

The wonder is that an invention which,
if it w all that it is represented to be, prom¬
ises immense bc-netit to mankind, should be

kept in a single locality, and that people no

further away from it than Richmond is from

Wheeling should for two years or more

after-its invention know nothing about it.

iJlit it seems to have travelled by water to

New Origins, and we have very flattering
accounts from it in that part of the country.
The invention seems now to have become

the .property of a Wheeling company. To
that company many letters are written by
planters and others who huve tried the ma¬

chine. One states that the New Orleans me¬
chanics have pronounced favorably upon it,
and say the company have done all, and more

than all, they claim for their machine.
Oue gentleman says be is ginning cotton

on a forty-saw gin with one horse, while on

the old plan it required three Worses to do
the same work. This Is much under the
claim of the inventor; but even if the power
enabled one horse to do as much as three
the invention would be immensely valuable;
especially to the farmer.
Mr. Noyks, a well-known machinist ot

New Orleans, speaking of the centripetal
machine, say*:
"I hive never seen anything equal to this

for simplicity of construction, economy in
power.it is strictly anti-friction. Ll.id any
one told me that a planing-machine that
would plain a 13-iucb wide hoard and do
<,rood work, or a 40-saw cotton-gin, that
usually requires not less than throe horses,
could "be driven with one horse, I could not
have believed a word of it. But I have seen
if, 1 know it.it has been fairly demonstrated,

I and 1 can rucomuiend it for all fast-running
| machinery, such as saw-milk, all kicds ot

wood-working machinery, cotton-gius, etc."

Cuaious and Fearful Accident on the

, Virginia Midland Railroad.. Last night as

the passenger train on the Midland railroad,
which is due here at 9 P. M., was approach-
ins: the crossing of the Franklin turnpike,
about two miles from the city, the engineer
discovered a wagon standing partially on

the track atfa a horse bung in the cattle-
guard Dear that point. Hounding a curve,
he teas unable to see the obstructions until
Dearly on them, and being down grade it
was impossible to stop, and the pilot of the
engine struck the -horse with full force, lift¬
ing him entirely out of the cattle-guard and
throwing him across the track, where the
whole train passed over him. The engine
uind baggage-ear jumped some two feet
from the traek, but fortunately came down
with the wheels safely on the- rails. The
train ran some four hundred yards further
before it could be stopped, when, backiDg
npiio the scene of the disaster, it was found
that the body and even the bones of the
horae bad been completely destroyed and
pulvwrized, the only distinguishable por¬
tion tfcat was fouud being a few inches of
the beud, from which the ears and a por¬
tion of the nose had been cut otf. The
wagon was fouDd to be considerably dam¬
aged, the front and side wheels which were
ou the traek beiog badly smashed. In the
wtgon was found the harness, wbieb had
beeo taken ofl' the horse, a barrel of bacon,
some packages of coftee and sugar, aod a
runlet of whiskey. No trace Of a human
being, except some tracks around the
wagon, were discoverable about the scene
of the accident, and it is unknown whether
tbe owner perished with his horse. The
most plausible theory is that he had turned
iu from the turnpike on to the railroad
through mistake, and liis horse getting iuto
tbe cattle-guard he had removod the barney
and gone off for help, and had not returned
when the train came on. We are infor«®d,
however, that certain signs aud appearances! ure contradictory of this, and that tbe belief
was general among tbe officers and passen¬
gers on tbe train that the horse and wagon
bad been placed on tbe track by design.
The traiu was running at tbe rate of

twenty-five miles an hour, and it can be re¬
garded as little short of a providential inter¬
ference that prevented the train from beingthrown from the track, and a consequent
terrible loss of human life.
The train was considerably injured, the

fire-box of tbe engine being badlly damaged,and tbe steps torn off some of the cars. It
was not long delayed, however, reaching tbf
city only about a half an hour behind time.
The engine, tendfcr, and every car were be-
smeared with blooOZ-Danzille Xeics.
